THE MEXICAN BORDER. 
THE ADMINISTHATION OPPOSED TO WAR, 
Specoat Pispatch to The Chivayo Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Dec. 19.—The Adminis- 
tration news from E! Paso confirms the reports 
that *the difficulty there had no international 
significance. Dispatches ir... army officers to- 
night say that the Mexicans were, in fact, 
Texans, and did not cross the Rio Grande, 
From eareful inquiry to-day, it can be stated 
that the President sees no reason or occasion 
for war with Mexico. Intimate triends of the 
President and Secretary Evarits declare that 
neither the President nor the Secretary of State 
desires war, and that the reports charging them 
With such desire do gross injustice. 
The information of late from the Rio Grande 
is of a reassuring character. It has 
been forgotten that the eloventh article of the 
treaty of Guadaloupe Hidalgo requires the 
United States to protect the Mexican frontier 
Statés from incursions from the North. This 
article specially refers to the Indians, who have 
recently occasioned so much trouble. Most of 
the Indians on the Upper Rio Grande on the 
Mexican side formeriy lived in the United 
States, and crossed into Mexico to escape pun- 
ishment for crimes committed in the United 
States. Any warfare made against thein, 
whether upon Mérxican or American soll, would 
be construed in the interests of the one country 
as well as of the other. The Mexican Govern- 
ment has nosympathy with these Indians, and 
does not care how thev are punish 

THE ONLY OBJECTION 
Diaz’s Government could have to crossing the 
Rio Grande for guch a purpose might rise from 
national pride. Phe country in which these 
Indians live is not inhabited by Mexicans. 

It can be stated upon the highest possible 
official authority that the Administration there- 
fore sees no reason.for war with Mexico, con- 
templates no war with Mexico, and to maintain 
peace will overlook many things that would 
not be tolerated coming from a stronger Power. 
The policy of the Administration will be to avoid 
all complications and to adjust those which may 
arise by peaceable means alone. The President 
will protect the border and will also maintain 
peace. He states that very emphatically to- 
day. The Administration authorities do not 
think that the Govervor of Texas ¢an be justi- 
fed on the bulletins, tn which he charges the 
Mevicans with the responsibility for the El 
Paso troubles. The term Mexican is mislead- 
ing. it is not understood thai the Mexicans re- 
ferred to are inhabitants of Mexico, but Texas 
citizens of Mexican origin. Nearly all the in- 
habitants of the country are of Mexican origin. 

THE HOUSE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 
seem to have proved that since the 4th of 
March not more than three parties have crossed 
the border from Mexico for purposes of pillage 
on the Lower Rio Grande country. In _ the 
Upper Rio Grande section the raids have been 
almost altogether contined to thé wandering

eroment. Inthe maiter of the transportation 
of one detachment of troops this discrimination 
amounted to 87,312. This discrimination re- 

eate itself in the Central Pacific, The Kansas 
Pacific lawyers coneluded their argument with 
the statement that the Government alone pos- 
sesses adequate power to compel the Union Pa- 
cific to operate fits road as required by 
law, and. that Congress hag the power 
to repeal the charter. Mr. Shellabarger's 
arguments in behalf of the Union Pacitic tended 
to show that the high rates charged from Che- 
yeune west were made necessary on account of 
tbe increased cost of the constraction of that 
portion of the road, and that, if the same rates 
are <0 be charged ffonr Cheyenne west 86 are 
charged from Cieyeune east, it would be ruin- 
ous to the Union Pacific.

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 
VIEWS OF A NEW YORK BANKER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 19.—From the 
statements of some New York bankers, who 
are here, it seems that the Treasury officials 
are not always exaetly informea as to the con- 
dition of silver in the West. A representative 
of one of the most prominent New York bank- 
ing-houses says that his establishment will re- 
ceive silver in moderate amounts on deposit, 
and give depositors greenbacks for it on de- 
mand at par. He maintains that it is not true 
that the trade-dollar ts at a discount when com- 
pared with greenback currency, and insists that 
quotations from quarters where both are 
used will show this. He also charges that 
the Funding bill bas more to do with bringing 
down United States securities than the Silver 
bill. The five-twenties were immediately af- 
fected by the funding bill, and all other classes 
of Government bonds sympathized with them. 
This banker says that it is absurd to declare 
that the national debt could be paid in silver, 
even if the Biand bill became alaw. He says 
this country has not and could not produce 
enough silver to dothis. He asserts that this 
country has been long enough under the 
tutelage of foreign syndicates, and that what is 
bow peeded is an abundance of silver. 


POSTAGE STAMPS. 
ABUSE IN THEIR SALE BY COUNTRY POSTMAS- 
TERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasutneton, D. C., Dee. 19.—The Third As- 
sistant Postmaster-General in his report devotes 
considerable space tothe abuse of the sale otf 
stamps by country Postmasters of the fourth- 
class offices, which are allowed commissions on 
the sale of stamps, and says that they comprise 
96 per cent of the whole number. The commis- 
sions on the sale of stamps run from 40 to 60 
per cent. The abuse appears when the Post- 
master at a fourth-class office sélls or trades 
stamps out of its delivery. The Assistant 
Postmaster-General says that the  vigi- 
lance that has been exercised has  fail- 
ed to provide an adequate remedy. 
Experience has shown that second only 
to the variety of expedients developed by Post- 
masters in effecting sales is the plausibility of 
the excuses assigned by them for needing unu- 
sual supplies,and, as there are over 30,000 Post- 
masters of the fourth class, the Department 
must, to a great extent, accept their represent- 
ations. Some. interesting incidents are related 
of the thriving business done by the country 
Postmasters. The two largest business houses 
in Salt Lake City, receiving 200 letters daily, 
have not bought $5 worth of stamps from the 
Salt Lake Post-Office in two years, but they 
pave stamps constantly for sale; and one 
offered to furnish the Salt Lake Postmaster 
with $1,500 worth. A Mormon from Southern 
Utah, coming into Balt Lake recently, bought 
new furniture for his entire house paia for 
it in postage-stam ps.

Butter, Egg. and Cheese Association commenced 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning, in Uhlich's Hall, 
on North Clark and Kinzie streets. The Hon. 
Hiram Smith presided, and there was a very good 
attendance. ‘The first subject was *‘Stock for 
‘the Dairy. and How to Produce It,"’ and Mr. Israel 
Boies, of Byron, Lll., was-called upon to speak. 

Mr. Boies said that there were four breeds of 
dairy stock in this country,—the Durham, Hol- 
stein, Jersey, and Ayrshire. He believed that by 
jadicious breeding the best qualities of each breed 
could be retained. [f he were to uandertake 
to breed milking stock he would begin with a 
Dorham cow and Jersey bul]. From this stock he 
would hope to get fine animais, and would try to 
keep the balance of each breed about equal. The 
Holstein cows were very fine, out he knew nothing 
about the quality of their milk. He would advise 
anybody ing Durhame notte use the Short- 
Horna, butto go back to the Long-Horn stock. 
What they wanted was to get the Jersey quality 
of milk ingrafted on the Durham quanti and 
S netr to questions from the audience, Mr. 
Boies said that he referred to the qualities df Dar- 

and Jerseys from a butter-maker’'s standpoint. 
He knew nothing whatever about cheese. nor had 
be made any analysis of the milk obtained from the 
cross- bred cows spoken of. 
PROF. FRANK H. HALL,

Butter dairymen. undertaking w ovild op 
a fret-class dairy, should keep account 
separately of the milk of each cow. 
in order to find out the buiter-producing qualities 
of it. He proved by statistics that neither by anal- 
nor by cuantity could the butter-producing 
qualities of the milk be established, and the only 


way was to keep the milk of ‘each cow separate. 
Having selected the cows by this test, it became 
necessary for the breeder to select a buil. If his 


interest was to produce beef only, he might try 
the Holstein: if quantity of milk, without refer- 
ence to its quality, was wanted, the Ayrshire 
might answer; while if butter-producing quality 
of milk was what he was jooking after, 
the Jersey breed must be taken. The speaker had

MR. J. M. SMITH, 

of Green rar Wis., followed with a paper on 
**Soilage and Feed for the Dairy.” He saf@ that 
the question was whether the lands con!d be made 
to keep more dairy stock, and to keep them better. 
He believed they could be e to do so, and at a 
cost that would justify dairymen in making the at- 
The foundation upon which al) goed farm- 
ing, whether dairying or otherwise, must 
must a constantly improving sys- 
tem. To inaugurate and keep up _ the 
m farming proposed required 
ch, well-cultivated, and well-drained lands. 
The last qualification was especially necessary in 
erder that farmers might have the benetit of the 
whole season in which to grow crops. The speak- 
er had gotten two or three weeks more of growing 
weather on his improved land than onthat un- 
drained. Notonly this, but the crops grew much 

faster on the drained land. 

Mr. Smith gave an interesting account of experi- 
ments made by him in growing tarnips, beets, 
mangel-wurtzel, and other crops. He favored 
high manuring, and running the land for all it was 
worth. By this means forty head of cattle coald 
be raised where ten had been raised before. A 
farmer with eighty acres wishing to keep forty

cows must put twenty acres into -pasture, of 
course the best quality of clover. This, 
with some soiing with green-cut clover, 


would ‘carry the stock along from June 1 unt: 
green corh was ready to cut. Of this ten acres 
must have been sown at different times for early 
and late feed. This would be equal to three 
months’ support. The farmer needed ten acres of 
roots, five each of mangels ana Gamntpe, each ay- 
eraring 1,000 bushels per acre. This was but an 
jad ferent yield, but it gave 250 bushels to each 
cow @r fall and winter feeding. The twenty acres 
bay. yielding two tons to the acre, enough to 
carry the farmer through the year, still left twenty 
@cres for other purposes, and all this without 
estimating anything for double cropping. The 
trae theory in this case was to socalcuiate the time 
that each crop might have just sufficient to perfect 
iteeif during the season. A system of fertilization 
must be carried on and kept up. it was known 
that the speaker was somewhat enthusiastic on the 
subject of hgh manuring and thorough cultivation. 
‘hie was because the practical experience of years 
had demonstrated its value. A slipshod, heedless 
man, who had acontempt for tne agricultyral 
knowledge of the day, and watched the moon in- 
stead of his land, to find out when he should plantor 
sow, and who foiiowed on in the tracks of his fath- 
er and father, was the man always complain- 
ing of low prices, and bound to be left far bebind 
in the forward march of agriculture. For the in- 
dustrious, energetic. and enterprising farmer who 
both worked and directed with intelligence, and 
‘Was not above learning from others, there was a 
future that makes success almost an absolute cer-

In regard to butter, I think that we are not im- 
proving in the qualitv as we are in cheese: there is 
out a small percentage of the vaet quantity of 
dairy butter coming to our market that will 


average any better than it did fifteen 
or twenty years ago. It is true that 
our Western creameries are a success, 


and are noticed mm Europe as well as in this coun- 
iry for their fine flavor, ete., but what I would like 
to cail the attention of this Convention to, is the 
laree amount that is lost to the West every season 
in making inferior grades of dairy butter; few of 
us wait to think of what is lost in this channel 
“very season. butter is sold in our market. at 
present, as well as in New York. et from eight 
cents to 36 centa, according to quality. A large 
pezsontnns of it sells under 12 cente. 

is scems tO me the most important thing for 
both Associations to look into, and as we nay not 


behind any country in making cheese and creamery ‘ 


batter, und I think most of our success in this line 
in the West is owing to our Dairy Aszociations, | 
trast they will now give some attention to the im- 
provement of dairy butter, which will save han- 
dreds of thousands of doilars to the West. We 
now have the foreign merchant or his orders for 
our butter and cheese here in Chicago, as well as 
in New York or Boston, and it is for our interest 
to please him in quality as wel! as in price. 
, MK. M. £OLSOM, 

of New York, read a iengthy paper onthe same 
subject. He said that there had been a good, 
honest. steady, consumptive demand for cheese in 
the English and Scotch markets. and that good 
prices had been obtained. English buyers were 
always ready to purchase September cheese, their 
idea being that it was solidly made, and would 
keep well, bat this season, owing to the unusual 
extension of summer temperature, this make had 
not proved specially desirable. The bulk of the 
cheese made up to October had ripened rapidly, and, 
on /anding, bad quickly lost its flavor. The finest 
Canadian cheeses seemed to ssess superior 
qualities to that made in New York State, and 
much Western cheese, especially that of Wiscoa- 
sin, showed good keeping qualities. From May 1 
lo Dec. 1, 1377, the exporte to Europe were 250, - 
V00 boxes in excess of those forthe corresponding 
period in 1876, and consumption seemed to be 
practically unlimited, provided the price was mod- 
erate. The requirements of English towns for 
fresh milk, cream, and butter were so great that it 
aid farmers better to sell their milk than to manu- 
acture cheese. 

Mr. Foisom advised factorymen who make full 
cream goods to improve the quality- so as gain the 
difference in price between their product and part 
skimmed goods. For the domestic trade there was 
wanted fine, full-cream cheese weighing thirty 

unds, made in a thirteen-inch hoop and colored. 

‘lat. thin cheese, or skimmed, or partiy ekimmed 

goods, would not eell. In conclusion, the 
speaker furnished some interesting statis- 
tics, showing that the annual consumption 
of cheese in England was 300. 000,000 
pounds, or ten yunds to each inhabitant, 
whise in the Uni States the consumption was 
180, 000, 000 pounds, an average of four aad a half 
pounds per capita. 


SALT. 

Mr. B. Woods, of Lake County, Indiana, offered 
the’following, which was lau over temporarily: 

Resolved, ‘that the dairy products of our country 
having become articles of export. and in their sale 
must compete in the open wmwarkets of the world, it 
seeins unjust and [mpolitic to hinder the industry with 
a@ tarifl tax on salt, and throwing obstacies in our way 
of getting 4 superior articie,; we therefore do urgently 
demand that in the proposed revision of the tarif® sait 
shail be placed on the [free list. 

MR. GEORGE BE. GOOCH, 

of Chicago, followed with a very interesting paper 
on foreign and home markets. He set forth that 
since Jan. 1, 1877, there have been exported from 
New York alone 104, 000, 000 pounds of cheese and 
20, 000,000 pounds of batter. boston, Montreal, 
Philadelphia, and Baltimore had aiso exported 
jarge quantities, making, at the moderate estimate 
of $20. 0UU, 000 worth of dairy product, an increase 
of 53, 000, 000 over last year. A new feature in the 
butter trade was the export of creamery batter 
from the Western States, which was taken by 
Great Britain at 22 to 26 cents per pound. 
The large increase in export of cheere was 
attributable to the improvement in quality of the 
Western manufacture. American butter and cheese 
were a daily and weicome visitor on every English- 
man's table, while a few years ago it was proverb- 
ial in Great Britain that tough cheese or strong 
butter came from Brother Jonathan's country. 
Cleanliness and care on the partof the msnufac- 
turers had broucht about this result. The foreign 
markets demanded good, honest, full, cream 
cheese, Cheddar shapes preferred, closely made, 
and clean in favor, bere was no limit to the con- 


sumption of fine cheese and butter. At home 
there was @& marked increase in the de- 
mand for cheese, The speaker defended 
cheese against those who declared 


it to be conducive to dyspepsia, and pointed to the 
cheese-eating nations of the Old VW orid as evidence 
that it was healthy. He pointed out the folly of 
shipping low-grade stuff only fitfor grease. On 
such rubbish shippers must certainly lose money. 
Dairy butter was at present far from meeting tne 
requirements of the home and foreign markets, 
and unless its quality was quickly improved it 
would be a drug foralitime tocome. Mr. Gooch 
begged his hearers to devote their atiention to im- 
proving the quality of their goods, as poor and 
common stock were almost unsalable, and would 
never bring remunerative prices. 

The Convention then tookasbort recess for 
lunch. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
a. M. SMITH. 

The Convention reassembled shortly after 2 p. 
m., and was addressed by Mr. J. M. Smith, of 
Wisconsin, on the subject of ** Fertilizers.” He 
said that the question of what fertilizing agents 
should be used depended entirely on the character 
of the soil, while the manner of their application 
should be varied according to the depth of plow- 
ing. He had tried all kinds of manure on different 
soile, and had found 't best to plow the coarse 
manure under, while the fine manure produced 
better results when spread on the surface. It was 
dificult to lay down arbitrary rules on this sub- 
ject. He had tried salt in conjunction with other 
manures, and with satisfactory resuits, but had 
never tried it alone. 

Mr. Kinsley said be had tried one barre! of salt 
to the acre on corn with a common prairie soil, and 
had met with gratifying results. Salt could be 
bought very cheap in Chicago by the car-joad. 

Another delegate thought tnat sait was some- 
times more beneficial when mixed with lime. 

Mr. Israel Boies, of Byron. Lii., had had some 
experience with super-phosphates. He believed 
that farmers lost 25 per cent of the fertilizing 
power of barn-yard manure by letting it stand 
through the summer. He favored application to 
the soil direct from the stable to the surface. 

The Chair thought this a most important state- 
ment, and agreed with the speaker that his con- 
clusions were sound. One-half the expense of 
hauling was saved, and 25 per cent gained in fer- 
tilizing power, a matter of great importance to all 
dairymen. 

Mr. Boies said that a committee of the best 
farmers in his vicinity had watched bis experi- 
ments and agreed with him as to the resalte. 

The next topic was ** The Improvement Made in 
the Manufacture of Butter and Cheese under the 
Factory System.” 

MR. CHESTER HARZEN, 
of Ladoga, Wis., was introduced as one who bad 
rown up from a very small beginning until he 
Fandied the milk of from 800 to 1, 000 cows. 

Mr. Harzen said that he started one of the very 
first factories in the Northwest, having brought the 
system from New York. He Inct with a great 
many difficulties, being unable to hire men ac- 
guainted with the business. By keeping 4 record 
of each lot of cheese he was enabijed to correcs the 
mistakes incident to beginning the system. 
Under the factory system he handled the 
miik of 1,000 cows, having four vats and employ- 
ing five men. It would have required a score or 
more persons to manage this een | under the 
private dairy system. . Good cbheesemakers were 
scarce, and could always command first-class 
wages. it was impossible to make cheese alike 
every day, for the milk varied a good deal. But a 
certain degree of uniformity could be secured -by 
care and attention. Formerly the acid in the whey 
was not much developed, Dut now the process was 
aliowed to go on, and where the milk was a little 
tated, that trouble was gotten over by developing 
the acid, and scalding a littie bigher. If the pro- 
cess was carried too far, the cheese-would become 
dry. The American Cheddar system, or what is 
known as the McAdam, had been found satisfac- 
tory, especially in_summer when the milk was 
not always fresh. The difference between this and 
the usual system was that the whey was allowed to 
run off, and the curs saited, and allowed to stand 
for sume time. The speaker was not posted on 
butter, and wanted to hear from some other dele- 


gate. 


MR. OC. M. TURNER, 
of Denmark, la., thought the improvements 
made under the factory system were so apparent as 
to need no demonstration. He drew a picture of 
the frontiersman's wife manufacturing small cheese 
from the milk of a few cows, and by the help of 
the rudest appliances. But the old days and the 
old ways were gone, and the guess-work system 
had gone too. The rapid development of the fac- 
tory system haa led to scientific investigation of 
the cher-ical changes undergone by cheese in its 


manufacture, and we heavy work had been trans- 
ferred from the farmers’ wives _to the 
men to whom. it belonged. From 78 deg. 


to 82 deg. was the proper temperature for 
setting in waren weather, and from 82 to 84 degrees 
in the winter. The dryer the curd could be made 
before going to press the better would the cheese 


tem, and believed it to be the best of all. 
jlookea for a time when, by constant improvements 
in the system and care in manufactare, absolute 
perfection might be obtained in American butter 
and cheese. Attention should be given to the

There were 400 to 500 creameries m_ the 
West and Northwest, and there was no 
reason why 35 cents should not ve obtained for 
every pound of butter made there. He believed 
that most of the poor butter was the product of 
dairies, and not of factories. The manufacture of 
good butter was a very simple matter, ana did not 
require so much labor as was needed for poor 
stock. It was necessary to obtain uniformity, and 
this could only be pawer be 

only at each churning. 
small dairies, but was the.regular thing in the fac- 
tories. In reply to some inquiries. the speaker 
said he need three-quarters of an ounce of salt to 
the pound of butter, and that it was put in with 
the pte ge a - He let hi¢ butter stand twenty- 
four houre before packing. Groat care must 
taken in reworking, and particular attention must 
be paid to temperature. 

A delegate said he had made butter for three 
years, and had never worked it but once, when it 
came from the churn. He had never. bad any 
trouble with streaky butter. and defied any ene to 
produce butter with a finer grain than his. 

MR. BOIES 

said he could not make gilt-edged butter with milk 
at a lower temperature than 62deg. He had tried, 
it at from,55 deg. to 58 deg,, and found that the 
enn was insipid and destitute of that nutty 
avor so much desired. He had tried the introduc- 
tion of fresh cream imto that which had become 
acid, and it had beenafailure. The speaker de- 
scrioed the process of ventilation employed in his 
factory, and said that he never experienced any 
difficu or 8 keeping upa uniform temperatare. 
The milk Was set in pans four feet wide at top, 
tweive feet long, and nine inches deep. 

‘*The best mode of preserving summer butter 
for winter use was then discussed. 

MR. C. C. BUELL, 
of Rock Fails, Ull., thought that an unjust reflec- 
tion had been cast on dairy butter. He objected 
decidediy to the clazsification of butter into 
‘‘creamery’’ and ‘*‘dairy,” if all the poor butter 
was to be wp in the same category. It had 
been stated that good butterconld oniy be made 
from the cream taken from one milking, and to 
this statement he aleo demurred. As to washing 
butter, he had tried the use of brine, not using 
any water at all, and had found the system work 
well. Butter properly salted and covered carefully 
would keép through the winter without losing its 
flavor. Hehbhad Kept butter from May to the fol- 
lowing Jdnuury by submerging it in brine, and had 
thea obtained 25 cents per pound forit. Woaat 
was needed to preserve butter for counter use was 
that it should be well made, well packed, and well/ 
defended fom contact with the air. 

Mr. Stone explained that he did not mean to re- 
fiect upun dairy butter, for many dairies had 
udopted the best features of the creamery system. 
He had found that the best time to «ell butter was 
immediately after it was made. Many farmers 
ased to keep putter from spring uptil fall, but it 
generally proved a losing er 

A geveral discussion followed, particinated in 
by a uamber of delegates. The Chair said he had 
tried raising cream by sudOmerzing milk, and had 
fonnd that in the course of five or eight hours 
every drop of the cream could be gotten out. The 
process Was extremely econowical, and vothing was 
wasted. No fre was needed, no house for storage 
was required, and there were no pails to wash. tHe 
had made 600 to 700 pounds of butter by this proc- 
ess, and bad some On exhibition of which he was 
nota bitashamed. The milk was kept at a tem- 
perature of «5. by means of double-walled cans 
packed with snow or ice. 

An lowa delegate said he had takena premiam 
last September for butter made by this process in 
May and June. 

The Convention then adjourned until 7:30 p. m.

EVENING SESSION, 
FRANK MOULTON. 

There was a very large attendance at the evening 
meeting, a number of prominent Board of Trade 
and commission men being present. | 

The subject announced was that of ‘* Packages 
and Sait for the Dairy."' The resolution preseated 
by Mr. Wood, of Indiana, daring the forenoon, 
was called up, and was read by the Secretary. Mr. 
Francis LD. Mouiton, of New York, who seconded the 
resolution, was called upon to speak to it. 

MR. MOULTON 
said that there was hardly a subject in the realm of 
judicious judgment which ought by right to com- 
mand more attention than that which entered into 
the product of the laboringman. When they con- 


sidered the Basis from which the revenue of the 
country should be derived, they had a right to de- 
mand thatthe luxaries and not the necessities of 
life should be taxed. The loaf of bread should be 


free; tobacco and liquors should be taxed. 
Tea and coffee also might be included 
in the list of taxable articles. 


He had passed through much sorrow, much trivu- 
lation, and knew the force of trutn. He would 
not tell a lie to any man for any mercenary consid- 
eration. His interests were commensurate with 
this question, and he would notshirkit. A gen- 
tieman to him unknown had introduced a resoia- 
tion in regard to the tariff on salt, —one of the nec- 
esearics of life,—and he stood there. with ali the 
knowledge his commercial experience had given 
him, to second the resolution. The unfortunate 
position of the State of New York was that, from 
DeWitt Clinton’s time down, it had been repre- 
sented by Assewblymecn and Senators who wore 
purchasavie. He had come in contact with them, 
and knew them. There Was one man among them, 
Jacob Hardenburg, of Ulster County, who stood 
singie+- handed against Biil Tweed and in favor of 
the interests of the people. The bill redacing the 
tolls on the Erie Canal Was passed by his means, 
thatof the speaker, ‘and one other. Three men 
were able to force through tie Senate this measure 
which reduced the taxes upon the people of the 
Northwest by one-half on the transportation of 


rain. 
: The tariff on salt was obnoxious and oppressive. 
The people of New York were in favor of free- 
trade between the Westand the East. They believed 
that they had commercial facilities there compe- 
tent to mect the requirements of every city in the 
United States. Bat they had not, for their repre- 
sentatives were purchasable. Well, Tom Fields 
was in Canada; Bill Tweed was in Ludlow Street 
Jail, thank God. [Applanse.] The men who had 
refused to reduce the tolis had refused to take the 
tax off salt, simply because Onondaga and Oswego 
Counties wanted salt taxed, and aring wae gotten 
up there. The present duty was $2.90 per ton and 
the toll $1.79. «urks Island salt cost about 7 cents 
per bushel, and the tax upon it was over 100 per 
cent. 

The speaker then passed into a consideration of 
the quality of the different brands of salt in the 
market, and their adaptability forthe use of the 
dairymen. Returning to the tariff question, he 
reiterated his declaration that protection for an 
articie of general consumption for the benefit of 
people of one section was wrong, —unqualifedly 
wrong. He was in favor of the most absolute free- 
trade, not only between the West and the Eas, 
but between this country and the world. yap: 
plause.}] He hated, abhorred, and abominated the 


LAarif, and knew that New York had suidlered vy the 


protective laws with which it had been eurrounded. 

At this point there were some cries of ** Qnes- 
tion,” and the speaker, who appeared considerably 
excited, closed abruptly by asking his hearers to 
vote unanimously for the repeal of the tariff on 
salt, 

The Chair then ca}led up the question left unfin- 
ished in the afterndon, when 

MR. WOOD 

rose, and amid great laughter asked if his resolu- 
tion on salt had been dispused of. He was asked 
to take the platform, and opened his speech by 
asking the indulgence of his audieuce on this im- 

rtant quesiion. When he went into the dairy 

usiness he found that he must use Liverpool salt, 
and that there was a prohibitory tariff upcn that 
article. It was a maxim in political economy that 
to burdenany article of production with @ tax 
blotted out competition. It was well known that 
America produced a sarplus every year, and they 
needed no protection. He wanted to know why 
the Western farmers shoula be taxed for the bene- 
fit of a mono i” In this case protection was 
robbery, and he denied the right of any Govern- 
ment, monarchy or republic, to take the product 
of his labor and put it in the pockets of a salt 
monopoly. America could produce butter and cheese 
for the whole world if it was not hampered by a 
prohibitory tax, which had the effect of shutting 
men out from some markets. They had to com- 
pet with Germany and Holland, with England 
and Ireland, and if they could not meet this com- 
petition their market would be gone. England 
opened her markets freely, and the speaker be- 
lieved in commercial reciprocity. When a nation 
stretched forth the hand of commercial! friendship, 
America should not be backward. This great in- 
terest was in ite infancy, and he wanted to know 
if the production of butter and cheése and hoz- 
meat was not as much a manufacture as making 
cloth or pig-iron, and entitled to as much protec- 
tion. 


The Chair called on Mr. C. C. Buell, of Rock 
Falis, for his paper on ‘*Packages and Sait for 
the Dairy.” Mr. Buell objected; he did not want 
the important resolution which had been offered 
passed over so lightly. He was a free-trader on 

rinciple, and wanted a vote on the resolution. 
Chere was no gain to the country in re re the 
salt monopolies of New York, or Michigan, Ken- 
tucky, or isiana, and, if they coula bay good 
salt cheaper in England or the West Indies, they 
ought to be allowed to do so. 

e Chair then put the resolution, which passed 
without a dissentient vote. 

Mr. George E. Brown, of Elgin, Ml., then ad- 

ressed the Convention on merits of the Hol- 
stein breed of cattle, after which the meeting ad- 
journed until 9:30 this morning.

carried on profitably by a numerous body of 
operators. It relates to a business also very 
extensive in this country, and the decision, 
involving a learned interpretation of the law, 
may have a wide interest in the United States. 
The export trade in England has fallen 
largely into the hands of middlemen. For- 
eign customers have ceased to deal directly 
with the manufacturers, but do deal through 
‘‘agents” or commission men, who do all 
the buying. ‘The agents ordinarily select the 
goods in open market, buy, pack, insure, 
ship, and pay for them, charging for these 
services a commission, usually, of 1 per 
cent. This business has so grown that 
foreign customers have gradually asked 
of these agents so many services that 
the usual commissions do not afford suf- 
ficient compensation, and these “‘ agents” 
--who are represented as composing largely 
the body of exporters—have resorted toa 
system of ample but somewhat private 
compensation. Instead of uniting to ask 2 
or 3 per cent commissions, they adopted 
anoiher plan. This was as follows: The 
commission house having an order to fill 
for export gave preference to such manu. 
facturer as would allow the largest percent- 
age ; iu other cases they would obtain con- 
trol of goods at low prices, with which they 
would fill orders at full prices; they be- 
came their own packers, insurers, and various 
other details of their business, charging not 
only the full rates for these, but commis- 
sions thereon. They sold packing cases and 
tins which they had bought at heavy dis- 
counts, and in ali things holding themselves 
out as agents, buying of others, for their 
principals, at lowest prices. This business 
had become general. In the case actually 
decided by the Court, the overcharge for 
*‘ commissions” amounted to half a million 
of dollars. The Court ruled the practice to 
be radically dishonest. A commission agent 
cannot have two opposing interests, One is 
to buy cheap and the other to sell dear. He 
cannot, while acting as agent, sell to himself 
and make profits on his sales, keeping the 
facts unknown to his principal. The English 
papers represent that this decision will break 
down an immense business by export agents, 
becatise it prohibits the further operation of 
a system which makes such agencies profita- 
ble. 


The merits of the riot at Ej Paso, which 
has resulted in the death of Judge Howarp 
and two others, have not been fairly stated 
in some of the press dispatches. The best 
information is to the effect that Howarp was 
lynched for a murder committed by him 
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title to these mines. In attempting to maiu- 
tain his title Howanp quarreled with the 
people in the neighborhood, and at last shot 
and killed an Italian who had espoused the 
Mexican cause, and was popular among 
them. Howanrp then fled the country. On 
returning, when he supposed the matter had 
quieted down, he was sought out by the 
Mexicans, who seem to have long memories 
for injuries. After maintaining 4 siege for 
several days, with the assistance of a smali 
company of Texan Rangers, he was compelled 
to surrender, and was immediately shot. 
This is the whole case. It has no interna- 
tional significance, and can have none, unless 
it is used as a leverage by the turbulent 
spirits along the border in their efforts 
for war. The Washington correspondent 
of Tue Trrpunz gave a correct diagnosis of 
the war fever a few days since when he said 
it was a quarrel between the incorporators of 
rival railroads in Mexico, one claiming 4 
land-grant from the Lxrapo Government and 
the other from the Diaz Government. The 
original grant was to a party of New York 
capitalists, headed by Pxums. This grant 
having lapsed, Diaz conveyed it to another 
party headed by Rosecrans. Hence the 
raids, the “outrages,” and the various 
affronts to the dignity of either country. It 
is hardly an affair important enough to em- 
broil two great nations in war. 
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THE “NATION” AND THE SILVER BILL. 

The Nation has now reduced to its own 
evident satisfaction the subject of silver as 
money toa series °# abstract propositions, 
which are asa whole about as profound as 
those of the eminent Bunsdy. It treats the 
Silver bill, as originally proposed, under six- 
teen several and distinct ‘‘ considerations ”; 
and the bill as amended, limiting silver as a 
legal-tender to $50, under nine ‘ considera- 
tions,” and the whole twenty-five considera- 
tions it publishes as finally and fatally con- 
clusive that the restoration of the silver dol- 
lar to the legal status it held from 1793 to 
1873 will involve the United States in hope- 
less and irretrievable rnin. We give, in their 
original distinctness, seven of the first series 
of considerations. It must be borne in mind 
that the Nativn writes from the standpoint 
of resumption of specie payments in gold. 
It opens thus: : 

1. The Government cannot ca)! in greenbacks as 
the German Government has called in silver, for 
conversion. The German Government called in 
coin of intrinsic vaine and paid out coin of intrin- 
sic value, getting an equivalent.in kind; the green- 
backs have no intrinsic value, and are only prom- 
ises to pay. The only way to call them inis to 
pay them. 

2. Consequently, the only means the Govern- 
ment has of obtaining silver for coimage is in ex- 
change for the greenbacks and gold in its own 
coffers. ‘1 

3. This transaction can only be repeated as 
further amounts of greenbacks and gold-are paid 
into the Treasury, and must, therefore, be limited. 

4. Gold will etill be required by States, cities, 
and railroad companies whose bonds and interest 
are payable in gold, and by merchants who wish 
to keep their merchandise on a gold basis—that is 
to say, on a par with other countries. 

5. There will, therefore, be approximately the 
same amount of gold required in the country as 
heretofore. 

6. Silver will, therefore, have to be added side 
by side with gold, each performing a different 
function, two supphes being required instead of 
one. For example, the merchant will have to 
have a supply of gold to keep his merchandise on 
a par with the rest of the world, and a separate 
supply of silver to pay his duties. 

7. Silver being by jaw legai-tender, greenbacks 
must at once fali to the same discount, as regards 
gold, that silveris at. They have no superior in- 
trinsic value, and the law will give them none. 
Eventually they must tend to fall lower than 
silver. 

‘The reader muy find sume diMculty iu 
making an application of these oracular prop- 
osicions. If we understand their purport, it 
is that the greenbacks must be paid—that is, 
taken up and canceled; that under free 
coinage the Government would have no way 
to obtain silver, or bullion, or coin, other than 
to purchase it with greenbacks or gold; that 
this process must necessarily be slow; that 
gold will be required as now to pay all gold 
obligations, and that as much gold will be 
needed as before; and consequently silver, 
instead of taking the place of gold, will be- 
come an independent coin, having separate 
uses; that greenbacks must fall below silver, 
and the three legal tenders will be in use.* 
These deductions are followed by oth- 
ers to the effect that we must export gold to 
take the place of silver we acquire, and that 
this will increase the price of gold; that 
greenbacks must continue to depreciate and 
fall below silver, and this depreciation in 
time will be so great that silver will be ex- 
pelled and nothing left but greenbacks ; 
that the Government would have to buy sil- 
ver or borrow it to pay its interest; all the 
bonds would fall in value to the extent of 
the difference between gold and silver, con- 
sequently all new bonds would have to be 
funded at a higher rate of interest, and 
everything, legally and morally, would have 
become finally smashed. 

If silver had never been monetized in this 
or any other country,—if the proposition was 
now to introduce as money a metal hitherto 
unknown to the world, and which had never 
been employed as money, —speculations as to 
the effect of such a proceeding might be ex- 
tended indefinitely. But no such question 
is now presented, Silver as money is as old 
as history. Silver has been demonetized but 
a few years; it had been legal coin from the 
first foundation of the Government to 1873, 
and had during all that time and for two years 
after commanded a premium in gold. For 
@ century prior to 1873 silver had main- 
tained a superiority to gold, to the extent 
that, computed at the weight of pure silver 
in the American dollar, the silver coin was 
worth more than the gold one. ‘The decline 
in value of silver is due to ita demonetiza- 
tion by Germany and the extraordinary de- 
mand for $300,000,000 of gold by that coun- 
try. The cause is temporary, and, when the 
cause has ceased to exist, silver will be re- 
stored to its ordinary value in gold, if 
this country demonetizes it. The Na- 
tion, however, proceeds on the assump- 
tion that to monetize silver is something 
new ; that it is proposed to introduce as coin 
a metal that has always been inferior ; that 
it has been so inferior that a dollar made of 
that metal will be worth only 92 cents, and 
must always remain of that value, This is 
neither an honest nor a logical statement 
of the case. If the remonetization 
of silver shall have the effect of placing sil- 
ver bullion at the prices it has commanded 
for half a century, then the silver dollar will 
be worth as metal not only 100 cents but 108 
cents in gold, and the inferior or cheaper 
gold coin will then become, as it was from 
1834 to 1875, the ¢>in in general use. What, 
of the progressive ‘ considerations ” 
which the Nation traces the alternate expul- 
sion of gold and silver, and an exclusive cur- 


financially with 
an abundance of coin and of paper, all of an 
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| equal and exchangeable value? That coun- 


try is filled with gilver coin of unlimited 
legal-tender, and is rich in the possession of 
money beyond that of any other nation in 
Europe. 

When silver shall be remonotized there will 
be no difficulty in the Government getting 
silver with the same facility that it now gets 
gold; andif'the legal paper dollar which 
has no intrinsic value can purchase 97} cents 
in gold, the legal silyer dollar, which will 
have an intrinsic value of 92 cents, to be 
increased with the rise in the price of silver 
bullion, will purchase just as much gold as 
the paper dollar. The monetized silver dol- 
lar will become the general national coin in 
the United States, as the 5-frane silver piece 
of France is the universal coin in that coun- 
try. France is not eut off from all commer- 
vial intercourse with other nations because 
of her silver coinage and the United States 
will have no moredifficulty in that respect 
hereafter than it had from 1793 to 1873. 

We have no purpose to gravely discuss the 
sixteen consideratiors of the Nation. They 
all rest upon false asumptions of facts, and 
the conclusions arewholly unwarranted by 
any known or reasorably anticipated condi- 
tion of circumstanes. It is therefore but 
natural that the Naion should wind up its 
statements by assertng— 

The whole silver movment is in principle an ef- 
fort to ** protett”’ silve, by putting it to artificial 
uses ang surrounding t with artificial privileges 
inconsistent with its nataral level of value through- 
out the rest of the work. 

What is the ‘‘nstural level” of silver 
value? How’ long \as this natural level of 
value been establisked? During the last 
century and longer, sold has suffered several 
serious declines inwlue. Silver has been 
unchanged, except © command a higher 
price in gold. It m remained until 1875, 
when Germany offerel $300,000,000 of it in 
exchange for gold, md Germany has since 
been paying a large premium for gold. What 
was the ‘‘ natural” bvel of value of silver 
throughout the rest of the world before 
Germany demonetizd it? When, and 
where, and by whom, has its natural level of 
value been changed since 1875? How long 
since silver has been used as money among 
men and nations? Did the use of 
silver in the time of ABRAHAM sur- 
round it with artificial privileges, in- 
consistent with its natural level of value? 
Has mankind, civilized and uncivilized, in 
all ages and in all climes, from the time of 
ApranaM down to 1875, persisied in putting 
silver to artificial uses, such as coining it in- 
to money, and the fact not become known 
until discovered by the Vation in 1877? How 
the world has suffered, and how human af- 
fairs have all gone wrong ever since creation, 
becauge it had no Nation to direct it! When 
the fact is known that silver is to-day the 
coin used exclusively by the large majority 
of mankind, the assertion that the Silver bill 
is an attempt to put it to an artificial use, 1n- 
consistent with its natural level of value 
throughout the world, is not redeemed of its 
falsity by the unblushing boldness of its 
manner. ;

THE CANADIAN FISH-GRAB. 

The comments of the English press on the 
Canadian fisheries award exhibit a vast and 
varied ignorance of the subject. They all 
assume that the award will be paid without 
protest; and even the London Times, 
whose effort to be candid excites the wrath 
of the Canadian newspapers, judges the 
merits of the question to be fairly stated in 
the verdict of the Commission. Nowhere in 
the disenssion carried on in England does. 
there appear an intelligent comprehension 
of the fact that the United States have given 
far more to Oanada in rebates on duties 
than they have derived from that country in 
the profits of the fisheries. A paper ustally 
so well informed as the Paill-Mall Gazette 
says in this connection: ‘‘ Under the Reci- 
procity Treaty, the Americans had used and 
profited by the right of fishing in Canadian 
waters. They, abrogated the treaty, and yet 
denounced the Canadians as ‘ unneighborly ’ 
because they refused to concede the fishing 
rights absolutely, in perpetuo, and without 
return.” The truth is that the United States 
did not abrogate the treaty so far as the ad- 
mission of fish free of duty was concerned. 
The continuance of this privilege was made 
an important consideration for the fisheries 
concession in the Treaty of Washington, 
though it was ignored by the Commission 
organized under that treaty. 

The main objection to the Halifax judg- 
ment is that it is not final. It is an entering 
wedge intended to force the United States 
Treasury wide open, and let Canada have all 
the plunder she can carry away. It is a par- 
tial settlement in point of time and in respect 
of the subjects in controversy. The in- 
demnity of $5,500,000 represents only the 
benefits enjoyed by the United States during 
a period of twelve years, one-half of which 
has already elapsed. At the expiration of 
the twelve years the two countries will be 
just where they were before, or rather in a 
worse position, because they will come to 
the fresh adjudication of their disputes with 
embittered feelings. The. award also fails 
to cover the whole subject, inasmuch as it 
makes no acoount of the claim for compen- 
sation for the privilege of purchasing bait 
and supplies, or of the memorable and un- 
dying headland controversy. The Canadian 
claims in this connection are preposterous ; 
the United States will never yield one cent 
in satisfaction of them; neither will it pay 
any other claims until these are formally 
abandoned. We know that the trade of our 
fishermen with Canadian dealers in ice and 
salt is as profitable to one side as the 
other; if it were not, it could not exist as 
atrade. The refusal of Canada to acknowl- 
edge this simple economical truth illustrates 
fairly the rapacious spirit which has controll- 
ed her throughout these negotiations. The 
manifestation of this spirit exasperates the 
people of the United States and precludes 
any settlement of the fisheries dispute on 
the terms arranged at Halifax. 

England and Canada combined cannot in- 
duce the Congress of the United States to 
consummate a partial settlement of this con- 
troversy. While there is an earnest desire 
on this side the border to remove forever, or 
for a long term of years, the causes of mis- 
understanding between the two countries, 
there is a positive unwillingness to pay off 
in installments, of indefinite amounts and 
for an indefinite period, every claim that the 
Canadian imagination can concéive or Cana- 
dian impudence present. The proper time 
to pluck out fond hopes of this description 
now cherished by the Canadian nation is the 
present, when they can have hardly taken 
deep root. The American Government, we 
are confident, will be and not 
too gentle in its work. The line will 
be drawn sharply as between every- 
thing and nothing. There will be no half- 
way payments, no compromises, no divi- 
dends. The present award will not be con- 
sidered a ‘‘ basis” for future 
or @ comparative appraisal of the whole 
benefits enjoyed by the United States, but 


simply and solely on its merits as a fraction 


1877, 


of an undetermined whole. + American 


people are waking to a consciousness of the 
fact that the Canadian people are attempt- 
ing to play the part of bullies ; ‘that, trast- 
ing in their weakness and insignificance to 
protect them, they have presumed upon 
neighborly kindness. This country has uni- 
formly treated Canada with more considera- 
tion than would have been granted to a 
power more nearly equal in strength and 
commercial importance. It will be a sad day 
for Canada when the United States are forced 
to change this traditional policy of forbear- 
ance, and employ the logic which has justi- 


fied England in all ber acts of territorial 


aggrandizement. International law, in the 
last analysis, rests upon brute force as a 
foundation, and as a force the United States 
are, in America, irresistible against the world. 
The Government of the United States is not 
accustomed to deal in threats, but neither 
will it accept weakness as an excuse for peity 
theft and fraudulent pretension. 

WESTERN MORTGAGES AND EASTERN 

“ SHARPS.” 

The New York 7imes pursues its attack on 
Western investments with relentless and un- 
scrupulous harshness. It makes isolated in- 
stances of alleged or mythical villainy the 


basia for charging general dishonesty and | 


collusion between Western Joan-agents and 
borrowers to swindle the Eastern money- 
lenders. After disposing of Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, lowa, Nebraska, and Missouri in this 
sweeping and summary fashion, and an- 
nouncing that it is not safe to make loans at 
25 per cent of the valuation, mtich less at 40 
per cent, which has been the rule, it contin- 
ues concerning L[llinois : 

But we have yet more damaging testimony from 
Illinois, as our readers will probably acknowleage 
after glancing at the letter printed ip anotber part 
of this paper. The writer is a reputable citizen of 
Mount Auburn, who speake of hie own knowledge, 
and who declares that the Ji:mes, instead of exag- 
gerating the rascality which exists in connection 
with mortgages, ‘‘has not told half the truth.” 
The case he narrates in detail certainly tends to 
sustain the statement. The business of defraud- 
ing Eastern lenders by falsely representing the 
valae of land and its improvements has grown into 
an osganized system of perjury and frand, the di- 
recting hands being unseen, and the visible opera- 
tors being men of straw. Land bought at low figures 
is used as the foundation for ioans on a valuation five 
orten times the actual selling price; money ob- 
tained on this basis pas<es into the pockets of men 
who incur no responsibility to the mortgagee, the 
only personal secarity being that of men whose 
proper place 1s the Penitentiary. Our correspond- 
ent speaks of a loan negotiated within the last 
month, the sworn appraieement being nine times, 
and the joan four times, the highest cash value of 
the land. Cases of this sort are cescribed as fre- 
quent in that neighnorhood, and indeed as plenti- 
ful in other places; worthless lands, as our corre- 
epondent remarks, being ** much sought for the 
purpose of being used in just euch swindling 
transactions."’ We shall be reminded, of course, 
that there ore trustworthy agents and appraisers as 
well as dishonest ones, and we have no desire to 
ignore the distinction. We subdmit, however, that 
facta more than justify our arraignment of the gen- 
eral system, and our warning against the disasters 
which it involves. 

The meaning of all this is that the New 
York Times, in order to maintain the false 
position it had taken, seeks to make a single 
correspondent, who cites twoiustances of 
swindle (both evidently the work of the same 
person), a witness to prove a general system 
of alleged swindling. It would be on a 
plane with this reasoning if the New York 
Times should select two or three instances of 
a confidence-game chronicled in the local 
columns of the Chicago papers, and thence 
argue that all business in Chicago is con- 
ducted on that system. The 7imes has per- 
sistently ignored the statements and reports 
made by reputable loan-agents of the West 
doing a large and general business, and 
presented by Tuz Trrpunz as an answer to 
the wholesale assault on Western invest- 
ments, but maintains that the few swindles 
it cites are fair samples of the whole. Now 
we hear that a man named Gowan in New 
York has so managed a railroad as to de- 
clare $15,000,000 dividends out of borrowed 
money during a term when only $2,500,000 
or $3,000,000 were earned; we have also 
heard of a New York man named Gruman, 
who swindled everybody who trusted him, 
and a man named Casz, who used a life-in- 
surance company to the same end. There 
are some other New York men who are sus- 
pected of swindling operations., Are we to 
conclude that all the business-men of New 
York should be regarded with suspicion? 
Yet this would be as fair a judgment as the 
Times makes in denouncing the entire class 
of Western mortgages, and charging an or- 
ganized system of swindling, on account of 
individual instances it has been able to rake 
and scrape together that bear a fraudulent 
aspect. 

The simple fact is, as the reports of re- 
sponsible loan-agents throughout the West 
attest, that the shrinkage of real-estate se- 
curities in the Western cities and of farm- 
property in the Western States has not oc- 
casioned so large a proportion of loss to the 
money-lenders as similar investments in the 
East. The margin given them in the larger 
rate of interest paid on Western mort- 
gages affords room for a more serious 
depreciation without making so _ great 
a loss, but, not counting this, the 
best testimony is to the effect that the depre- 
ciation of property in the East has been, on 
the whole, greater than in the West. Of 
course this is sure to grow worse instead of 
better under the obstinate maintenance of 
the policy urged by the Eastern money- 
lenders and their newspaper organs. They 
made their loans when there were three 
lawful and recognized currencies; they de- 
sire to enforce a payment in a single cur- 
rency, the value of which has been abnor- 
mally increased by the actual demonetization 
of one of the three, and the prospective 
abandonmert of the other. It is never an 
easy matter to repay a debt with 20 or 30 
per cent added. When this amount is added 
to all the outstanding debts of the country, 
the burden becomes universal. The excep- 
tional and unnatural value given to gold by 
striking out the silver standard, and by 
the threat that all debts after Jan. 1, 
1879, must be paid in gold, has had the 
effect to decrease enormously* the rela 
tive value of real estate and all other 
property. The result has been a steady 

shrinkage in the values of the. property, 
and a steady rise in the value of the 
only currency which the money-holders are 
willing to accept in payment of their claims. 
The practical enlargement of the debts, and 
the enforced curtailment of the value of the 
property given in security for those debts,

is the real cause of the disasters that have 
oceurred and of the disasters that are threat- 
ened. It is not necessary to look up a few 
scattering instances in which Eastern money- 
lenders have been swindled by rascaliy 
agents{ this would only account for a com- 
paratively insignificant loss. The real losses 
and the prospective danger are alike due to 
the overreaching and short-sighted greed of 
those who desire to exclude silver from the 
monetary system of the country, and to on- 
force the payment in gold alone of debts 


from 20 to 30 per cent less than the present 
‘value of gold. 


- The Washington correspondent of Tux Tnin- 
ung has had an interview with a representa- 
tive Southern gentleman, who disclaims all 
desire on the part of the Southern people to 
contribute anything to a c ‘nstruction ring, 
whether under the control of Tom Scorr or 
anybody else, but says that all they ask is 
the construction of a Southern Pacific route 
at the cheapest price and in the most expedi- 
tious manner. This gentleman goes over 
several of the schemes which have been 
formulated for Congressional consideration, 
involving a subsidy of from $17,000 to 
$35,000 a mile, and a guarantee of bonds all 
the way from $35,000,000 to $69,000,000. 
This representative of the Southern people 
thinks that the so-called Jounsron bill, 
asking for an issue of $50,000,000 or $60, - 
000,000, will command the support of two- 
thirds, and perhaps three-fourths, of the 
Southern members, and says that, if this or 
a similar measure be defeated, the Southern 
people will claim it to be the result of sec- 
tional opposition. Now, if the representa- 
tive of the Southern people and the South- 
ern people themselves have no desire to con- 
tribute to any construction ring, but only 
to secure a route to the Pacific which shall 
be especially tributary to Southern interests, 
why is it that they determinedly ignore the 
Money bill introduced recently which au- 
thorizes the Southern Pacific (HuntTineTon’s 
Company) to push on ‘from the Pacific east- 
ward, merely availing itself of the land- 
grants as far and as rapidly as they proceed, 
and pledging themselves to complete a couple 
of hundred miles a year? Under tbis proposi- 
tion there will be no opportunity for con- 
straction rings, for not one dollar of money 
or bond subsidy is asked. The fact that this 
Company has already built several hundred 
iniles @f road—-as far as it has authority to 
go—is a guarantee that it will proceed with 
equal enterprise if authorized to go further. 
The road thus built will be constructed 
economically as a private business enter- 
prise, and will be the greater benefit to the 
Southern people, as it will need to earn 
money only on a reasonable capital legiti- 
mately invested. If the professions of the 
Southern people in this matter are genuine, 
they will rally about Hunrineton, and sup- 
port the measure introduced by Mr. Monxy 
as more honest and more desirable than any 
which involves the issue of bonds. 


There is a certain inmate of Bethlehem Hos- 
pital (better known by the corrupted name of 
Bedlam), in London, who goes about from morn- 
ing until night moaning, **‘ Give me my nice-cut 
bread and butter and my cup of tea.”” Mono- 
maniacs on the subject of alcohol are fre- 
quent in all countries, but it is a novelty to 
find a man who has gone mad on the simple ar- 
ticle of diet above mentioned. It is true that 
the English make the best tea in the world,— 
just as true as that they make the most execra- 
ble coffee,—and perhaps the poor Bedlamite had 
some method in his madness on that score. 
English breakfast tea is a luxury that is for- 
tunately coming into more frequent use in this 
country every year, while it has long enjoyed a 
wide reputation on the Continent, although it is 
difficuly for people unskilled in culinary opera- 
tions to understand why it should be any better 
than any other tea that comes from the 
same district in China originally. As 
early as the middle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury the Londoners flocked to GARRAWAY’s 
chop-house for the purpose of drinking tea that 
cost $12 a pound, and they have been drinking 
it pretty steadily ever since; hence, their long 
practice may have enabled them to bring the 
concoction to its present high degree of art. 
The Englishman who alluded to the “‘cup which 
cheers yet not inebriates’’ was unconsciously 
paraphrasing the sentiment of the learned 
Lo Yu, who, in the dynasty ‘of Tane, A. D. 618, 
wrote: ‘“‘It tempers the spirits and harmonizes 
the mind, dispels lassitude and relicves fatigue.” 
The most recent instance of the beneficial eifects 
of tea is reported by the Moscow Gazette. Dur- 
ing the retreat of a portion of the Russian army 
of the Caucasus from the Little Yagna, the 
Fourth Detachment of. Ardahan, consist- 
ing of five battalions, was compelled 
to make a forced march of §seyeral 
days without provisions of any kind 
except an urn of tea, which a private named 
STEPKIN took charge of and carried throughout 
the whole wearisome journey. From time to 
time the chief of the detachment, Maj.-Gen. 
KOMAROFF, ordered a halt, when he would cry: 
“ STEPKIN, light up the samovar.’’ The water 
in the urn would soon be at the boiling point, 
and the savory beverage would be handed 
around to the fatigued troops, who were then 
refreshed enough to pursue their march. For 
his efforts on this occasion the private SterKkin 
deservediy received a decoration. ” 


Gen, GARFIELD is a statesman who is gen- 
erally supposed to know something about what 
is going on in Congress right under his nose. 
The Nation and other unscrupulous Shylock or- 
gans insist that the proposition to demonetize 
silver was fully and prominently discussed in 
Congress, and that the members voted with 
their eyes open tostrike down silver as standard 
of money. Gen. GARFIELD declares that he 
knew nothing about it, and he is one of the 
class of members who would be apt to have 
some knowledge of such a thing if it were so 
conspicuously discussed as the Vation makes be- 
lieve. This is what he said on the subject at 
Springfield, O., Sept. 27, 1877:

SpRincFiELD, Ill., Dec. 19..—The Springfield 
Thovesun Convention's session at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral to-day, aside from the election of 
Bishop, was largely <deybied to routine 
business. The prescut Diocese and Missionary 
Board was continued tothe ncxt annual con- 
yention. The informal ballot for Bishop re- 
suited as follows: Prof. Seymour, New York, 
9%; Dr. Edward Sullivan, Chicago, 1; Dr. J. L. 
B. Hodges, 1; Dr. Runcie, 1; negative lay votes, 
9, The formal ballot resulted in the unanimous 
election of Dr. George Fox Seymour, Dean of 
the General Theological Seminary of New 
York City. A Committee, of whichthe Rev. 
Dean Gregg, of Springfield, is Chairman, was 
sppointed to notify Prof. Seymour of his elec- 
tion, and to-night prepared the draft of a letter 
asking his acceptance. PLrivate dispatches were 
sent him, avd his frends claim Le will 
accept, being especially moved thereto hy a de- 
sire for vindication for his rejection by the 
@eneral Convention in 1874. ‘Lhe Convention 
anentiy fixed the salary of the Bishop at 
a year, pavabie quarterly in advance. 
motion of Dean iregg, a committce was 
appainted to consider and report at the next 
meeting upon the Provincial system in diocesan 
affairs. lutions of thanks to the railroads 
for courtesy, to the press for the exceilence of 
its reports, and to the citizens for hospitality 
were adopted. Testimonials of the election of 
the Bishop were siened in duplicate. and the 
Convention adjourned. The members, by invi- 
tation, visited the State-House this afternvon. 
The new Standing Committee met this after- 
noon and chose the Rev. Dr. Easter, of Jacksoa- 
ville, for President, and R. P. Johnston, Spring- 
field. as Secretary. The selection of Dr. Scy- 
mour appears to have been the result of the 
earnest Iabor of many young clergymen of the 


- General Theological Seminary alumni. 


THE NEW BISHOP. 

The reverend gentleman who has just been 
elected Bishop of the new Diocese of Springfield 
is not unknown to the Episcopalians of this city, 
owing to his election as Bishop of the Diocese 
of Illinois in 1874. He is the brother of the 
Hon. Horatio Seymour, of New York. Born in 
1830, be was educated and graduated at Colum- 
bia College, m his native State. Almost im- 
mediately after leaving college, ne took ordcrs, 
and has since been one of the most brilliant and 


esteemed Presbyters of the Episcopal 
Church in the United. States. After having 
had the charge of three parishes, 


each of which prospered exceedingly under him, 
be was calied to the theological chair of the 
General Seminary of New York, of which he 
is now Dean, a position which he still holds, 
together with the Rectorship of the Parish of 
St. Mark.. He is also.at the present time Chap- 
lain of the House of Mercy and Superintendent 
of the Department of Education of the Socicty 
for the Promotion of Religion and Learning. 
Among other labors, Dr. Seymour founded the 
Annandale Theological College, which is now 
one of the . prominent theological institutions 
of the East. Heisaman possessed of large 
private resources, which will be no disqualifica- 
tion to him in assuming the charge of the Dio- 
cese of Springtiicid. 

When the Diocesan Convention met in this 
city in September, 1574, after the death of 
Bishop Whitehouse. Dr. Seymour was one of 
and was 
elected on the second ballot, receiving 34 to 27 
clerical and 32 to 25 lay votes. Some objection 
was made to him on the day of his election on 
the ground of his excessive ritualism. The 

uestion of his confirmation came up before the 

encral Convention which met in 1574, and a 
strong protest against bis contirmation was pre- 
sented, signed by some of the Presbyters of this 
diocese. Some of the objections to him were 

bysical, it being alleged, without much truth, 
hat he was weak, would be killed by the duties 
of bis position, and had but one eye; and partly 
relizious,—his alleged ritualism, and an ailegel 
connection with the Contraternity of the Blessed 
Sacrament. This last charge it was, more than 
any other, which did -the business for him. 
While tnere appears to be no reason to believe 
its correctness, yet so much stir had been made 
at that time on the subject of ritualism taat 
these allegations were believed, and be was r:- 
jected by the General Convention. After this 
came the election and rejection of Dr. DeKoven, 
and finally the election and confirmation of the 
present incumbent. 

‘bere is probabty no reason to doubt that the 

ing Committees and Bisbops will approve 
of the choice which the new diocese has made. 
The fever on the subject of ritualism which 
prevailed in 1874 has somewhat abated, and the 
incorrectvess of some of the charges made 
against Dr. Seymour at that time has been es- 
tabiished. Indeed, he only tailed of contirma- 
tion then because of the division of a number of 
dioceses, cach divided one being counted as 
voting against him. He bad a numerical ma- 
jority in the Convention, but owing to the 
peculiar method of voting that failed to carry 
with it a majority of the dioceses, he was de- 
feated.

“RELIGIOUS LITERATURB.”’ 

He said that the statements of the pulpit were 
not received as the unquestioned authority they 
were fifty years ago. The Press created public 
sentiment, and, this being true, it became the 
duty of the pastor and Christian tosce that 
families were provided with right reading,—such 
reading as would impress the truths of the 
Christian religion upon the heart and mind. 
Religious instruction should be based on the 
divine authority of Goa’s word,—what could be 
proved from it,—and it should be received with- 
out debate or dispute. It was not the design of 
tie secular press to instruct the people on re- 
ligious subjects. That was the duty of the re- 
ligious papers. The Methodist press was 
abreast of that of any other denomination. He 
appealed to all present to aid in increasing the 
circulation of the periodicals publishea under 
the auspices of the Church. 

Dr. Williamson offered a resolution, which 
was adopted, recommending all the Church to 
use the new standard hymn-book. 

The Rev. Mr. Marsh, from the Committee on 
the subject, submitted a report regarding the 
Bible-reading and prayer alliance, which con- 
templates the united consecutive reading of the 
Bible, and united daily prayer. They recom- 
mended that the pastors of churches appoint 
committees in their respective charges to tnter- 
est others in the work, and that the Committee 
co-operate with the General Committee in Chi- 
cago, and that the work be promptly and dili- 
gently promoted.

Conference !ocal preachers would have to pass 
an examination on the first year’s course of 
study prescribed for them or their licenses 
could not be renewed. This applied to all whose 
licenses had to be renewed. 

The following were appointed as the Commit- 
tee to examine them: The Kev. Mrs. Gurney 
and Williamson, and O. H. Horton, Judge 
Goodrich, and N. E. Gary. 

After appointing Messrs. Holmes, Atkinson, 
and Adanis a Committee to prepare and publish 
in the Advocate a course of reading for class- 
leaders, the Conference adjourned sine die. 
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PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 
THE ANNUAL MEETING 

of Plymouth Congrpgational Church was held 
last evening in the church lecture-room, a large 
representation of the church and socicty being 
present.

THE OPERA, 

Last evening, Maillart’s opera, ‘‘ Villar’s Dra- 
goons,’’ was given at Hooley’s Theatre, for the 
first timé in this city, and attracted quite a large 
audience, notwithstanding the bad weather. In 
this city the operaisa e@tranger, although in the 
country it has been given before under its other 


title, *‘The Hermit's Beli."’ . The story turns upon 
the antics of a Sergeant of dragoons (Mr. Peakes) 
in search of refugees who, through the efforts of 
Rose Marpiot (Mrs. Seguin), a mischievous girl, 
and her swain Sylvan (Mr. Turner), and through 
his own infatuation for Clarissa (Miss Benziger), 
the wife of the inn-keeper Pomard (Mr. Seguin), 
is ultimately thwarted in his designs. It1s rather 
a dull story and 1% not relieved by much humor, 
except some rather elephantine fun by Mr. Peakes 
and some occasionally happy conceits by Mra. 

Seguin, who has @ part very well adapted to her 
dramatically, aithough musically it does not 
ley in the best part of her voice. As 
a sustained work, the music is superior to ** The 
Chimes of Normandy,” and even to that of ‘*The 
Summer Night's Dream.” It is light, of 
course, the work belonging to the opera comique, 

but the orchestration is claborateeand characteris- 
tic, and there are a few numbers that are really se- 
rious and dignified, and worthy to rank with those 
of legitimate opera. The most effective numbers 
are the dragoons song (Mr. Peakes), which is 
very spirited: the mule song (Mrs. Seguin), which 
is of a descriptive character, and has quite 
an ornate cadenza: a romance and apring 
(Mr. Turner), which are the two gems 
and were excellently sung; a 
Kose and Battle in the first 
act; the Legend of the Liermit’s Bell, which, 

thouga somewhat dry, wasa pretty refrain; the 
love duet of ivse-and Sylvan, which is worthy in 
its intensity and breadth of grand opera; the rol- 
licking finale of the first act, bordering on opera 
bouffe: and the concerted finale of the second, 
closing with a very well-written Prayer for chorus. 
Asa whole, the operawas received rather coldly, 

the only enthusiasm that was shown being pro- 
duced by the duct between Rose and Sylvan (Mr. 

Turner and Mrs. Seguin), and an aria of Adam’‘s, 
which was interpolated in the second act 
by Miss Benziger, for her neat 
execution of which she received a well-deserved 
encore. Itis probable, however, that if the troupe 
had been more familiar with the work, and it had 
gone gy it would have made a better im- 
pression, as it is really mach stronger than the 
*-Chimes,”’ or Ambroise Thomas’ opera in musical 
effect. Miss Benziger, Mra. seguin, Mr. leakes, 
and Mr. Turner are entitled to credit, and Mr. Se- 
guin wonld be had te known hia part well enougn 
to do something more than walk through it. After 
the troupe has had sufficient practice, it ought to 
prove a valuable addition to its repertoire.

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NO FREE FERRIES IN BOSTON. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaga Tribune. 
Boson, Dec. 19.—The Supreme Court to-day 
decided that the action of the City Government 
making the East Boston ferries {ree is illegal. 
A bill in equity was recently brought in the 
name of the Attorney-General, setting forth the 


illegality of the order of the City Council abol- 
ighing tolls, accompanied by two petitions for 
writs of mandamus to the City of Boston and 
the Directors of the ferries, commanding them 
to continue to collect tolls. The counsel for 
the city filed a demurrer, ali that there 
was no ground for the ormation, tnas- 
much Sas it complained of nothing which 
the city was then doing or not doing. The 
Court overrules the demurrer, pronounces the 
order of the City Council Megal, and directs the 
issue of the mandargus prayed for. Thus the 
rescrit not only disposes of the objections, but 
decides on the merits of the case. The result 
is reveived with feclings of lively satisfaction. 
It is now seen that what was urged in opposi- 
tion to the measure last summer was truc, 
namely, that free travel to East Boston woula 


raise rents: there, and thus no  sub- 
stantial advantage would occur except 
to owners of real estate, while it 


was inevitable that the change would increase 
taxation by an unkoown sam. The fight will 
now be transferred to the State-House, with 
small chauves of success.

1°9.—Prof. Goldwin Smith has 
written a icitter to an evening paper here de- 
fending himself against charges of inconsistency 
on the question of Free-Trade ys. Protection. 
Mr. Smith says: “1 wish some of those who 
deem me inconsistent, and fancy that I have 
been ‘ coqueting’ with unsound theorics, could 
be persuaded to renew tucir acquaintance with 
Adam Smith, who, thouch now comparatively 
little read, is still, L belleve, the soundest 
teacher of political economy, and whom I have 
always'choseu as my guide. 

‘* The case of Canada, situated as she is with 
reference to the United States, is higiily excep- 
tional. 1 have found very rigid economists in 
Engiaoad ready to. admit the tact when the cir- 
cumstances were fairiy explained to them. No 
nation has as yet really carried into effect 
the principles of free-trade. Alt nations 
levy customs duties, and eavh vation adjusts 
its tariff with special relerence to its own inter- 
ests. [ have vever protessed to believe that 
avy adjustment of the tariff would prove an 
eilectual remedy for the evil of which our com- 
mercial classes complain. The only cffectual 
remedy, as 1 believe, 18 the removal of the cus- 
toms line between Canada and the United 
States. What Canada tceds is admission to the 
markets of her own continent, for want of 
which her lumber lies ruining its holders, and her 
manufacturers can scarcely keep themselves in 
existence. What I specially advocate, in short, 
is not a measure of protection, but a large 
eta ve mexsure of {ree trade. If there is any 
nconsistency in this, [ tailto seeit. Atallevents, 
lam trylag ata crisis in our commercial for- 
tunes at which any faltering with truth would 
be culpable, to adhere to what appears to me to 
be the truth.”’

Lonpon, Ont., Dec. 19.—The Grand Jury, in 
their presentment to-day, assert that the jail, as 
at present arranged, contributes in no sense 
whatever to either the just punishment or ref- 
ormation of criminals; that the sentence of 
hard labor is a misnomer and a farce; that the 
jail is infested with vermin, and, like the ancient 
city, its walis are living legions; that the cells 
are too small and confined for the decency or 
health of their occupants; that the water drawn 
from the river is mingled with filth drained 
from the institution, and utterly dangerous to 
health; that there is vo proper classification of 
prisoners,—the extremely vicious and the young, 
who may be in only on suspicion, are herded to- 
gether in pernicious intercourse; that there are 
several insane persous incarcerated whose mani- 
acal raging and filthy habits interfere with the 
discipline of the prison, as well as militate 
against their own chances of recovery; that the 
number of prisoners at present in the jail is 
forty-nine males and thirty-nine females, only 
ten of whom are charged with serious offenses.

AMERICA SHOULD CHEAPEN GOLD, NOT SILVER. 
In an article in the Bankers’ Magazine fdr No- 
vember, George M. Weston gives reasons why the 
trae policy of this country is to cheapen gold, not 
siiver. The demonetization of seilver forces a 
Jarger exportation of it to Asia. This reduces its 
purchasing power, and increases the prices of the 
Oriental products, which are bought there with 
silver and imported imto this country. Europe 
shares the loss to the extent of its surplus silver, 
which has to be <old, but the greater and perma- 
nent loss falls upon this country, which is a steady 
producer ofailver. As silver is cheapened by de- 
monetization, gold is made dearer, The United 
States gains thereby so far as it is a pro- 
ducer of gold, bat it loses much more on the 
tes it has to make in gold to Europe. 
interest on the pubdlic debt alone is 
mot less than $100,000,000. This is two anid 
& half times as much as our gold product. These 
considerations, Mr. Weston argues, show that the 
wise policy for the United States is to enhance the 
purchasing power of silver, its principal instru- 
ment in acquiring the products of the East. and to 
cheapen gold, with which it must pay its large 
foreign debts, or by which the value is measured of 
the commodities with which it makes the actual 
payments. Mr. Westons says: ‘‘ The policy actu- 
ally pureved under the legislation of 1873-'74 tends 
to cheapen silver and to wake gold dearer. This 
is not an American policy, but is a British anda 
German policy, and is supported by British and 
German writers without number. Very naturally, 
they assign every species of reason except the real 
reason, which is that they are writing in the inter- 
estof'their respective nations, whose object is to 
increase the value of the debts due taem.”’

ORN FACTS. 

Tot tor of The Tribune. 

Curcaeo, Dec. .—Will you thot please en- 
lighten your readers in regard to the rea) facts and 
prospects of the corn trade! It is the great staple 
of this State, and upon the facts relating to it de- 
pend, toa large extent, the business of this city. 

Is the crop really as large as has been repre- 
sented? This is hardly probable; One thing is 
certain, and that is that there cannot be much of 
the old grain left. or the prices which have pre- 
vailed would certainly have pbrought it forward in 
spite of the condition of the roads, When I say 
‘*the prices,"’ I refer to the prices paid for cash 
grain or ‘‘seller the month,” which are 2c 
higher than January. 

This premium would be enough to overcome the 
extra expense of bad roads if the grain (that is, the 
old stock, of course) was abundantin the country. 

Yet to-day the total receipts of corn are only 
Af'y care; not a bite apiece for those who will 
want it before the close of the month! 

I do not deal in. theories, but in facts. Let the 
facts speak for themselves. Every man of sense 

can draw his own conclusions. 

On Saturday night last there ‘was but about 
86.000 bu No. 2 in store in this city. What is 
that in comparison with the amount which has 
been sold ‘*short’’on the presumption that the 
crop was great and prices must deg¢iine, —a fanci- 
ful theory, which the results may and probably 
will disprove? 

Now, no intelligent business man wishes corn to 
sell for more than itis worth! Buf, on the other 
hand, itis not desirabl: that a false impression 
should de ‘press Our great staple to a point below 
its true valuc. 

Corn is very cheap and very low in comparison 
with wheat; and, in the opinion of the present 
writer, based upon facts and experience alone, 
must inevitably command much higher prices be- 
fore spring. 

Wul you not please investigate this enbiect, and 
let your readers know if there is any sound reason 
why wheat shoul commana a price more than two 
and 3 half times thatof corn? There is no sense 
in it whatever. If wheat remains firm, in the na- 
ture of things corn, without any speculation, 
ought to, aud must, advance. A GRANGER.

In 1868 Mr. -Wetherell invested iargely in the 
Albion White-Lrad Works, of Shecsen’ Mass. , 
which have always proved a losing concern, though 
making avery excellent quality of whitc-lead. 
He also dabbfed in New York, Chicago,and Massa- 
chusetis real estate. Then he became interested 
in plan mille, timber lands. etc., in Indiana 
ent elsewhere, all of which have proved unforiu- 
paje investments. Mr. Wetherell is not an ex- 
travagant man, and those who know him are fully 
aware that he has always been a hard-working and 
good busincss man, but it is the same oid story of 
weeny — in the fire, and hens much kind- 
pess in indorsing other people's rT. Mr. 
Wetherell is a kind-hearted man, co those 
who have done business with him speak of 
him as always liberal and humane, and never 
hard apon hie debtors. The complications which 
caused the failure run back ten years or more. 
The Taunton Whige-Lead Works was the greatest 
of bis financial biunders. When it was a losing 
concern advanced it money. It exhausted a 
capital of 000, and still called for more. He 

indorsed its paper, and the other stockholders and 

became personally liable to the savings 
banks of Taunton and New Bedford, Mass. , for any 
amount which they might advance. The other 
stockholders are ali wealthy, but Mr, 

Wetherell to-day is a | eon man, 

be baving saved nothing from the wreck. 

The stock of the White- Lead Company has al! been 
hypothecated, and, having become worthiess, the 
creditors are clamorous for their pay. It wae this. 
more than anything else, which precipitated the 
collapse and caused Mr. Wetherell to place his af- 
fairs in the hands of an assignee, so as to protect 
all his creditors, and not allow 7 to be especially 
favored. Jacob New, a New York ribbon mer- 
chant, a See a judgment against the 
house for $1,000, the note having gone to protest. 
This judgment cut off, in a measure, a further 
chance of continuing business. Mr. New is fully 
secured for his debt. 

After the fire of 1871. in thie city, Mr. Wetherell 
suffered most terrible reverses. In the Boston fire 
he lost $115, 000 by one men alone, and he proved 
up his claim in bankruptcy. upon which he ob- 
tained 1% percent. He was also indorser on the 
same man's — for $45, 000, which he had to pay. 
On Oct. 9, 1872, the Taunton Whitc-Lead Woras 
burned down, and, being one-third pro>rietor, he 
lost $28,000. The Boston fire followed this, and 
out of eleven Boston insurance companies in which 

basu oniy six paid. Thus came loss 
after joss, As if not satisfied with thie, fire 
destroyed $50, 000 worth of timber upon the Indi- 
ana lands of Mr. Wethere]!, making the property 
worthless. Against these reverses the ntleman 
has endeavored to fight. He has faced his financial 
doom bravely, and endeavored to recuperate his 
falien fortunes, but the times were ayainst him. 
His rcai e#tate taxes and interest ate him up. His 
millinery business was a good and paying one, but 
the income from it was not large eeough to make 
up for over a quarter of 4 million in losses of ready 
money. The stock is probably worth, according 
te market price, about $30,000. The bills re- 
ceivable and book accounts may amount to 
ebout $10,000 more. The indebtedness of 
the house proper wili prooably nearly 
ageregate this amount. The house has not yet 
prepared a statement, and Mr. Bryan is busy taking 
an inventory of stock. He knows aosolutely noth- 
ing. accoraing to his own say-so, and and he is 
busy preparing a statement, which he hopes tu 
have reacy by Monday or Tuesday. A meeting of 
the creditors is expected to be heldin New York 
some time pext week. when itis anticipated that 
they will decide to force Mr. Wetherell into bank- 
ruptcy, to which the gentleman woul. undonbdtedly 
cheerfully submit.

MICHIGAN AVENUE. 
Continuation of the Investigation of the 
Graveling of That Street. 

The investigation into the workings of the De- 
partment of Public Works in general, and of the 


graveling of Michigan avenue in particular, was, 


resumed yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock, in the 
Council Chamber, by the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys of the South Division. There were 
present Aid. Gilbert (Chairman), McAuley, Cary, 
and Tully. 

The first person called was 

GEORGE W. WILSON, 
Superintendent of Streets, Bridges, and Public 
Buildings. He testified as foliows: 

The appropriation for street improvements in the 
South Division this year was $60, 000; ‘that includ- 
ed repairs, material, paving, cleaning, gutters, 
shaping, crossings, etc. Mr. Hotchkiss had the 
contract for cleaning the improved streets, and 
$12,000 have been used for that purpose. The 
balance of the $60,000 was used for general re- 
pairs. All of the repairs are charged up tothe 
South Division fund. ‘The street-cleaning contract 
is let every year to the lowest bidfler. It ts $20. 25 
per mile this year. The foreman, G. N. 
Houghton, of the South Division, takes 
charge of aj) the repairs. He has a 
corps of men and teams under his charge. 
The amount for the Sonta Side aliey-cleaning was 
taken outof the gevera! fund of 360,000. Mr. 
Downey was paid outof the Health Department 
appropriation for cleaning the alleys out. We 
have been over all the streets twicc—cleaned out 
the gutters, etc.—this vear. The Michivan ave- 
nue contract was let some time after the riots. 
The contractors had permission to gravel two 
biocks under private arrangement. I had nothing 
to do with the granting of permits. There were 
150 car-loads of gravel advertised for, and 
650 more were used than advertised for. 
The price was $1.40 per cubic yard. 
The contract was for 1,500 yards, more or less. 
I was present when the bids were opened. The 
Mayor said he wonld take the lowest bid. We 
use cinders in some pavements. I consider the 
grave! put on Michigan avenue good. It was from 
the best mound at Joliet. The same kind of gravel 
had been put On Michigan avenue in 1874 and 1875. 
Ray & Whitney had this pit when the contract was 
let. Ido not know that that grave! rots the paving 
blocks. I remember the Mayor and Mr. Bonfieid 
riding over Michigan avenue when it was being 
graveled. The Mayor may have said that the 
gravel was too fine. bat {do not remember of bis 
criticsing it .as poor gravel. it took 
about two months, and 175 0r 180 men and fifteen 
or sixteen teams were engaged in the work. I 
have no doubt there are ‘‘straw bids.” I pre- 
sume we reecive straw bics. It was not at my 
recommendation that so much money was taken 
out of the appropriation for the gravelingof Michi- 
gan avenue. Four thousand dollars were sub- 
scribed by citizens for the graveiing of 
Michigan avenue. All the money pai in 
to r. Johnson, the bookkeeper. was ex- 

ended. Enos Ayres paid in some money. 
Mr. Houghton hired the men. Otto Bluhm was 
hired at the solicitation of Mr. Wahl, and was on 
the pay-roll. Mr. Riddie and others named were 
not. it was customary with the old Board to go 
on and repair a street as far as in their judgment it 
was required, The intention was to put on enough 
gravel to make an even eurface. We did a little 
more on that street than we have usuaily. done on 
others. Teo doa good job i should regrave! Michi- 
gan avenue. Ido not know of a graveled street 
that has been repaired in the same manner as 
Michigan avenue. I did my werk as the Mayur 
ordered, and he did it at the solicitation of Messrs. 
Hutchinson, Wahl, and others. I have repaired 
Elston and North avennes by cindecring without 
an order frem the Conncil. he Mayor did not 
order the manner of doing the work. The Mayor 
leaves the matter of email repairs with me. Ido 
not think the Mayor ever asked me what the whole 
work would cost. Ido not know of any men on 
the job who were paid by outside persons. I an- 
derstood from Mr. Barnett that he had a contract 
for a portion of the work. I never heard of any 
one receiving any money for obtaining coniracts. 
etc., nor of Mr. Houghton getting $15 per 
car for tbe gravel. The appropriation for 
repairs to the streets in the South Di- 
vision was $00,000, and aboat $9,000 were 
used on the. Michigan avenue improvement. 
I take the statement of the foremen fir the work 
done. The recordin the bookkeeper’s office wil! 
show the number of men employed, ete. We ad- 
vertise for plank to be used for paving blocks 
sometimes; it has been customary todo so. This 
year we bought the biocks, because we could do so 
cheaper than we could deck the inmber and get it 
sawed. The blocks are under my charge, and are 
used by the foremen. Ray & Whitney have done 
most of the decking and cutting at $1.50 
for six-inch blocks, and $1.75 for five-inch, 
per 1.000 feet; they have had nearly 
all of it, J. B. Smith has conversed with me 
about getting the work of cutting the blocks. I 
did not give Ray & Whitnev the work for any par- 
ticular reason ; only because they coald furnish the 
blocks as cheap as any others. Not to my knowi- 
edge did Smith say he would do the work at $1.50 
per 1,000 feet. We advertise for more or less 
lumber. Ray & Whitney are paving contractors, 
and have facilities for sawing the lumber. Mears 
& Bates’ bilia for similar materia! will be found 
higher than Ray & Whitney's. Could not make an 
average estimate of the lumber required for the 
streets during the year; the streets are growing 
worse and worse all the time. i pave never had 
authority to advertise for proposals for the lum- 
ber. Ihave never been able to buy hemlock lam- 
ber for $6 per M. Smith wanted $7.75 for hem- 
lock lumber. Talked with ex-Ald. Gunderson 
about farnishing hemlock lamber. Have deulta 
good many years with Kay & Whitney, and always 
found them honorable men. There is no personal 
reason for my partialiry. I cot the lnmber from 
them because they furnished itas low as it conid 
be gotten. IL advertised for lumber at the sucges- 
tion of the Mayor. Couidnot tell how much and 
what sizes of timber, etc., we would need each 
year, and, therefore, have not advertised for all 
that has been required: if would not be possible to 
furnish a correct cetimate of the quantity waated. 
Perhap~ Ray & Whitney have had a monopoly in 
vetting the contracts. [had no yt ng reason 
for giving them the confract, an did #0 only be.- 
cause | thought they would furnish good material 
as cheap as any other firm or person. 

Mr. Witeon thenretired. During hie examina-

Could not furnish 
Geneva grave) for less than $1.60 in large quanti- 
tics. Never heard of a street being graveled with- 
out an order from the Council. Never heard of 
werk being done as that was done.

stopped. }Do not think Mr. ‘\ iieon is a judge of 
gravel; Ire ought to know the Joliet gravel wae 
pour, —it has been’ used so much.

RAILROADS. 


THE ST. LOUIS BRIDGE. 


Great were the expectations of the St. Louis- 
ans when their fondest hopes were about to be 
realized by the completion of the big bridge 
over the Mississippi which was to unite them 
with the great State of Illinois and civilization. * 
The mighty Mississippi had kept them isolated 
from the rest of the civilized world so long that 
they had run far behind the age and were un- 
able to keep up with the people of younger 
Western cttics who with unparalleled audacity 
had penetrated their territory and taken away 
all their trade, While Chicago was getting 
larger and of more importance every day, their 
city was continually getting smaller and of less 
importance. But all this wastobe changed 
with the completion of the big bridge. Once 
united with the rest of the United States they 


felt confident that they would retrieve their fallen 
fortunes and that the Chicagoans and others 


whe had intruded in their domains would again 
be driven from the field, and St. Louis would 
finally triumph over al! competitors and become 
the chief city of the Western world. The bridge 
has now been completed for some years, but 
none of these wild hopes have been realized. 
They might just as well bave remained without 
a bridge for all the good ithas done them. Not 
only has their business nos increased since its 
completion, but the litile that was left to them 
stands in danger of being diverted into other 
channels. Of course the untutored St. Louis- 
ans cannot be blamed forthe failure of their 
great anticipations. Inteir childlike honesty 
they thought the (Gidge had been 
built for the. benefit of the people 
at large. They had no knowledge of 
cliques and riogs and construction com- 
panies, who have mate the art of 
perverting public property to private uses a 
specialty. Bou could they know, in their in- 
nocence, that the Direetors and managers who 
bad been chosen to manage the bridge for the 
people would manage for heir own private ben- 
efit only? If the duped people of St. Louis 
have not res realized these facts, they will un- 
doubtedly begin to do'so alter reading in Tug 
Trispene the subjoined mvelations about the 
manaremeht of the big brilge. 

The original Bridge Company has gone into 
bankruptcy, and its affairsare now administered 
by the Receiver’s Agent, Nr. E. W. Woodward, 
formerly resident of the Indianapolis & St. 
Louis Koad. Before having the affairs of the 
Company placed in the Innds of the Receivers, 
the Directors and manages leased the exclusive 
right to control the railrodd trains crossing the 
bridge to .a corporation Known as the Union 
Railway and Transit Company, which owns its 
own engines, as well as the depots at 
each end of the bridge, sothat the stockholders 
of the Bridge Company tre completely at the 
mercy of the Transit Company. The lease pro- 
vides that the Transit Company shall pay to 
the Bridge Company a nominal price for every 
car crossing the bridge atd going through the 
tunnel. The contract is, that fn case the net 
earnings result in more than 15 per cent on the 
investment of the Transit Company, the residue 
is to go to the Bridge Company, but the former, 
in order to avoid paying anything, votcs its 
offivers such immense salaries that the net 
earnings are kept below the limit. The ques- 
tion will be asked, How was it possible that the 
Bridge Company could make such a toolish 
contract! This question is casily answered by 
stating that it is the general impression that 
the Directors and officers of the Bridge Com- 
panv bave sold out to themselves, as they are the 
Transit Company. As tar as can be ascertained 
the Transit Company consists of the foliowing 
gentlemen: William NH. Clement, William D. 
Griswold, Joseph N. Kinney, K. M. Shoemaker, 
William Taussig, Samuel Gaty, and Henry 
Hanna. These same gentlemen are said to be 
the parties who made the contract with the 
Transit Company. Moreover, these very men 
have manaced to obtain control of the Union 
Depot, of which they are also the officers and 
Directors. 

The railréad companies and the public who 
arc compelied to cross the bridge are taxed by 
this ring in an unmercitul manner. A circular, 
published in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, showed that 
the railroads were compelled to raise the rate to 
St. Louis on account ot the extortionate charges 
made by the Transit Company. The railroads 
and the people must submit tamely to this out- 
rageous imposftion) because they must use the 
bridge, because the Transit Company bas pooled 
its earnings with the Wiggin’s Ferry Company 
and no relief can bé had in that direction. The 
taxes for using the Union Depot are equally as 
extortionate as those for using the bridge and 
tunnel. [he coutract provides that the rail- 
roads must pay tothe. Union Depot Company 
an annual rentai for the use of the depot 
amounting to interest at 10 per cent on the 
total ascertained outiay for the actual cost of 
said depot and appurtenances, and also their 
proportionate shares of the taxes, insurance, 
and expenses thereof, such rental, taxes, and 
expenses to be ratably assessed against the sev- 
eral railroad companies. 

As long as St. Louis allows its commercial 


interests thus to be controtled by a ring,—the. 


members of which have no other motive than 
to further their own intecrests,—the people of 
that city cannot expect ever to be able tw com- 
pete with their more wide-awake riva's, who 
make extra efforts to be liberal witb those from 
whom they get their trade ana business. There 
are rings in all cities, but rmes whose object it 
is to drive away business and ruin trade are 
tolerated nowhere except in that semi-civilized 
City of 8t. Louis.

obligations and prepared to kick, Then again 
Conly bas had overtures made him from the pro- 
poeed non-partisan workers,-—four Kepubilcans 
and four Democrats,—and beside Spofford con- 
tinuesto hangonto him andto fi]! his ears with 
great promises, which places him he knows not 
where, as 1s illustrated in the fact that no one, or 
po combination, is absolutely certain of his co-op- 
eration, or prepared to take his many promises 
with — avsurance. 

The abundance of candidates for the places to be 
iven away is generally eet down as the cause of 
he division, but after all those who claim to be 

ted eay that this vretended fight is only a side

They say thatin the midst of the seeming strife a 
combination of nine members has been made, all 
of whom can be relied on in all Court-House mat- 
ters, and wherever else there is a chance for plan- 
der, and that after the smoke clears away they will 
be found cemented together just as strongly as was 
theold ‘*Itung” in McCaffrey's best days.

TRYING TO ORGANIZE A BOARD. 

The Committee appointed at a meeting held at 
the Palmer House on the’eveningof the 14th for 
the purpose of organizing a Mining-Stock Board 
metin Room 20 Bryan Block, at 4 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, and held an informal meeting.

In reply to this the Secretary read an extract 
from the Crescent, a paper published in Lake City. 
Col., wpon the sfibject, condemning the want of 
enterpriee exhibitew by the peaple in neglecting to 
estabiish Mining Boards throughout the country. 

Mr. Lee further advocated the scheme by sug- 
gesting that the subject be talked up by the par- 
ties who had interested themselves in the matter, 
appoint a committee togo about the city and get 
the names of prominent business men signed to a 
call for a meeting, and then drop out of jt, and let 
the citizens appoint their Chairman and proceed 
to talk the matter over. 

Mr. King was of the same opinion, as was like- 
wise Mr. A, J. Bell. 

Mr. Lee said the Committee appeared to be pull- 
ing at the rope from the middle. ana they did not 
seem to be able to yct at the end of it as yet. They 
wanted to forin some general plan and put it before 
the public in such a way that it would be accepted. 

Mr. A. P. W. Skinner was in favor of eending 
out a Committee to *‘buzz”™ the business men 
upon the subject. 

Judge Aaams could not see how the scheme could 
be made a success, so faras organizing a Stock 
Board was concerned. Miners were extremely 
chary in talking abont their business; but he 
thought a cabinet of minerals for exhibition could 
be started, which might lead to further and greater 
developments. 

Mr. Conger said he had a Mining Company, most 
of the stock of which he owned, He would be 
_— glad to see a Stock Buard established here, 
and he would be -willing to pay $500 for a seat.on 
that Board. He knew twenty others wno would 
do the same thi He had been credibly informed 
that there would be a Stock Board eetabiished 
either in St, Louis or Chicago within thirty days. 
Chicago should have it, as Chicago had the most 
energy. It was true the people tiere were not pre- 
pared for it, but they wouid have to be educated up 
toit. Hewas very anxious to see a Stock Board. 
Chicago was a centre, and men were pouring into 
it daily from ali parts of the wor)d. 

Mr. Skinner wanted to know how much more it 
was going to costior the Secretary to call stocks 
once a day or twice a week. 

Judge Adams moved that a epeciai committee of 
three be appointed to digest this mattet thorough- 
ly, and bring out a acheine which would be con- 
sidered by the Committee of Nine. Carried, 

The Chair appointed Judge Adama, A. J. Bell, 
and A. P. W. Skinner. 

The Committee was enlarged to five, and Mr. 
George 5. Lee and the Chair were added. 

The Committee adjourned, subject to the call of 
the Special Committee.

They 
both.testified that they were in the habit of sellin 
skimmed milk, and Dr. Sawyer, from the Lieait 
Department, testified that the milk of both samples 
was very far below proof, and that the feed given the 
cows could not make so much aifference. These 
caces were the first that have been brought to a suc- 
cessful issue under the new law by Dr. DeWolf, 
Health Commissioner, 

The amount of cream taken from milk of nt wen 
hours’ standing, based upon an accepted etandard, 
is from 8 to 16 per cent of the volume, acccording 
to the feed furnished the cows. Below is given 
the analysis of each sample by which McUovern 
and Quigley were convicted yesterday morning 
Sample 8 being that of McGovern and Sample 9 
that of Quigley:

Small-pox is frightfully on the increase, and the 
Health Wepartment employes are constantly em- 
ployed vaccinating the peopie in the neighberhoods 
where the disease shows itself. A)l the available 
men are kept at work, andeven then many more 
could be similarly engaged to great advantage 
Since the work of prevention is so vastly prefera- 
ble to the work of cure, it is somewhat surprising 
that more men have not been demanded by the 
Health Commissioner. A thorough vaccination, 
such as Dr. De Wolf is now forcing with 
all the power at his command, would do 
much to stamp out the disease. It is a 
notable fact that the report cf asingle case is al- 
most invariably followed by the discovery of num- 
bers of other and unreported cases in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood. Thisis owing to the negiigence 
of the physicians sometimes, sometimes to the ig- 
norance of the medical attendant, and sometimes 
to the fear of the pest-house, the friends of tae 
diseased one being averse even to having the 
knowledge of the affliction reach the notice of a 
physician. There are well-grounded fears that the 
contagion will spread rapidly and in all 
directions unless the press and public agitate the 
necessity of veccination, and convince the poorer 
classes, who so much tread the Pest- House, that it 
is one of the best-managed and most coinfortuvle: 
institutions of its kind inthe country. New cases 
were reported yesterday from No. 40 Emma street, 
No. 1044 Hinman etreet, Nos. 533 and 535 West 
Twelfth street, and tne corner of Robey street and 
Blue Island avenue. in the last-named place there 
are three cases. Nos. 533 and 535 West Twelfth 
street are near the Jesuit Church, and thousands of 
people pass there every day. Therefore the whole 
neizhborhood will be vaccinated, and the Health 
Department has instructed the officers of an ad- 
joining Jesuit school to vaccinate all their scholars.

The 
great success of the Chicago grain and pro- 
vision trade 1 partly owing to the busi- 
ness being done for cash of on 
short time, as in Eastern cities. The bilities 
of trade and commerce will never be fully kuown 
until credit is abolished. The amount of cur- 
rency im circulation would have to be increased 
somewhat, as the excessive inflation by credit has 
been slightiy offset by the er amount of 
money necessary to do the business. The people 
of the United States would consider it a 
hardship to be obliged to pay the national debt in 
one year, but when we consider the loss through 
the increased price of goods under the credit sys- 
tem, the joss from bad debts, and periodical hard 
times in consequence, the expense of courts and 
loss of time on juries and as witnessce, I think it 
safe to say that the credit system costs the poore 
of this country more than the national debt each 
For collecting secured debts the law 
should be sharp and decisive. Giving 
time for redemption is simply a damage 
to tuose it intends to venefit, and is of no use to 
anyone. Within the last fifty years quite aj] the 
most important Jaws relating to debtor and creditor 
have been steps towaids advlishing ali laws for the 
collection of unsecured debts, and we have now 
but to have that end in view to bring about that 
result.
